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On 24 kFay 195%, a confer-nce, which concerned the execution of Soviet
developrent orders by GDR entervrises was held at the Heuptamt fuer
wissenschaftlich-technische  usammenarbeit mit der USSR {Main Cifice for
Seientific-Technizal Cooperation with the USSR) (TWZ) of the State Planning
Cormission. The following personnel participsted in the confersnce:

the chief of Section USSR of HA TWZ, Helfried Pech; e financiel expert from
Section Research and Develcpment of the linistry fcr Machine Construction:
three represertatives fror the Wissenschafitlich-Technisches Buero fuer
Geraetebau (Scientific~Technical Bureau for Apparatus Constructisn) (WTBG);
end three representatives from the Yerk fuer Fermmeldewesen (Plant for
Telecorrunications) (WF),

Pech presented the WIBG a Soviet order wiich had been issued on the basis
of an offer of January 1955. The order ccncerned the construstion cf an
installation perritting measurcnent of the angle of incidence of short waves
emitted by transritters located at a known poaition. This task was tc te
compl e*ed within 24 months in three phases at a cost of ap roxirately

4CC ,CCC eastmerks as follows:

First prase (preliminary planning) 6 months
Secord phase (function sarple) 2 monthg
Third phase {construction sample) 2 months

A precise caleculation and fixing of tarret dates was to follew after the
prelirinary plans had heen preserted and ccordinated with wishes of the
consigror,

Three riner orders for laboratery measuring instru-ents were rlacer with the
WE Gbrovpres. The representatives of the plant appeared to be wawy disaprointed,
sinee the cost for develecpment werk arounted to only about 280 ,0C0 eastrarks.

The funds fer develorment concerning the orders receivesd were furnished fror a
fund of the TWZ, Part of the roney had already been transferred to tte firms
involved. Additional reans were tc be requested monthly in advance from the
TWZ.

It wes learned during the conference, that several enterprises, some of thew
uron 3eviet reguests, had rade rore than 30 offers to the USSR, but that
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only 4 of these offers had been accepted and had resulted in an order to the
TWZ. With regard to Soviet development orders stillnnder way at the former
WTBg of the SAG enterprises, Fech stated that the exscution of these orders
wad very expensive for the GDR since no Soviet support could be expected

for the completion of these orders, which had to be financed by the main
adrinistration from funds for research and technical work.

The discussion had been caused by a statement by the representatives of the
WTBG, according to which order No 02, previously 65 M, for the construction
of a high frequency power meter could not be corpleted from funds availsble
in this year. Pech asked the representatives of the WIBG to turn in an offer

th data on costs and target dates regarding the corpletion of order 36/5 M,
work on which had been discontinued. *he Soviets reportedly set great value on the
resumption and completion cf work om this order, since the first trials with
ionospheric stations of order 68/144 V' were positive. A Soviet representative
would soon report on the results.
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
